INTRODUCTION OF BILLS. 


Under suspension of the rules, Minister Damon introduced the 


following Bills:

An Act to appropriate additional money 


for the purpose of building schoolhouses throughout the Republic.

SENATE BILL #4, An Act making special appropriations for 
the departmental use of the Government during the two years

SENATE BILL #5. An Act to amend Act 745 of the Laws of the 
Provisional Government, approved the 26th day of April, 1894, 
entitled "An Act making special appropriations for salaries and 


payrolis during the two years which will end with the lst day 


of March, A. D. 1896." 


On motion Senate Bills 1 and 2 were referred to the Printing 
Committee and 3, 4 and 5 were laid on the table to await the 


printing of the Hawaiian versions. 
MESSAGE OF THE ACTING PRESIDENT. 


Minister Damon presented the Message of Acting President 
Cooper and printed copies thereof, and on motion the same were 


distributed and the reading of the Message dispensed with: 


Senators and Representatives: 

In the absence of the President, Ipresent to you several 
matters for your information and consideration. 

Exercising the authority conferred upon him by the Constitu- 
tion and following the spirit of a Resolution passed at your 
last regular session the President has, with the approval of the 
Cabinet, made a Treaty of Political Union with the United States 
of inestch, 

Negotiations were opened early in the month of April, 1897, 
which resulted in the signing of the treaty at Washington on the 
Sixteenth day of June, following, by the plenipotentiaries of 
the two Governments; on behalf of the United States of America 
by the Hon. John Sherman, Secretary of State, and by Messrs. 


Francis M. Hatch, Lorrin A. Thurston and William A, Kinney, for 


the Republic of Hawaii. 


‘Having reviewed the action of our plenipotentiaries and 
finding that the treaty contained in its several articles suffi- 
cient provisions for the benefit and protection of the Republic, 
and desiring to ascertain the pleasure of the Senate in regard to 
its final ratification, the President called a special session 
of that body which assembled on the eighth day of September, 
1897. After mature consideration of the terms of the treaty, 
the Senate, by an unanimous vote, consented to its ratification 
on the ninth day of September. The treaty was signed by the 
President two days later, The American copy of the Treaty was 
transmitted by President McKinley to the Senate of that country 
on the sixteenth day of June, 1897, accompanied by a special 
message recommending its ratification.” 

Until the final exchange of the ratifications the sover- 
eipnty of this country continues. t is therefore necessary 
for you to consider the biennial and special appropriation bills 
which will be presented to you by the Minister of Finance, and 
to enact such wholesome laws as may be required for the well- 
being of the people. 

Owing to the intimate relations existing between the Repub- 
lic and the United States of America, great care should be exer- 
cised that no action be taken which might interfere with the 
Scope of the treaty above referred to, nor in any way jeopardize 


the present satisfactory relations, nor hinder the future presen- 


tation of the treaty should it fail at the present time to receive 
the approval of the Senate of the United States, where it is 
now pending. 

JAPANESE IMMIGRATION, 

purine the months of March and April, 1897, several steam- 
ships left the ports of Japan for this country, having on board 
a large number of immigrants. In the course of his investiga- 
tions in regard to the qualifications of the immigrants to land, 
the Collector-General of Customs found that a large number were 
unable to conform to the requirements of the laws appertaining 
to the landing of aliens, and for that reason denied them that 
privilege, The immigrants were detained at the Quarantine Sta- 
tion until taken back to Japan by the Immigration Companies who 
had assisted in bringing them to this country. This action 
on the part of the Collector-General drew forth a protest from 
the Japanese Government and much correspondence has been exchan- 
ged on the subject. 

As the correspondence progressed it became evident that it 
might be difficult to arrive at a satisfactcry settlement of the 
eontrovewey For this reason it was suggested by this Govern- 
ment that the points of difference be submitted to disinterested 
arbitrators for decision. The framing of issues upor which the 
decision of the arbitrators is to be invited is now being pro- 
ceeded with. 

REVENUES OF THE GOVERNMENT. 


The receipts from the several revenue producing bureaus 
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show a marked increase over previous periods. The operation of 
the tax law of 1896 produced in the main satisfactory results; 
and while it gave rise to litigation it is now more fully under- 
stood, and its administration in the future will undoubtedly meet 
with ‘at little opposition. For this reason, and also on account 
of a desire that all legislation should follow, conservative lines, 
the Executive have decided not to introduce any new measure for 
the purpose of increasing the revenue. 

APPROPRIATION BILLS. 

The several appropriation bills which will be submitted to 
you by the Minister of Finance contain the estimates of the 
funds required for the successful conduct of the various branches 
of the Government for the present period. The amounts to be 
paid from the Current Receipts are within the anticipated revenues 
of the country, while such of the contemplated improvements as 
are to be paid for from the Loan Fund have been restricted to the 
pressing needs of our advancing commonwealth. 

CONSOLIDATION OF THE PUBLIC DERT, 

The Minister of Finance will present to you a bill having 
for its purpose the consolidation of the outstanding debt. The 
credit of the Republic is so well established that it is expec- 
ted that under proper conditions all the indebtedness of the 
Government authorized by the various Loan Acts may be placed in 
One loan, secured by bonds bearing a lower rate of interest than 


that now being paid. 
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AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION., 

The amendment to Article sixty-three of the Constitution, 
proposed to and acted upon by the Legislature at its first 
regular session, will be presented to you for your consideration. 
This me to the Constitution in no wise changes or affects 
any of the vital principles of the fundamental law; but if adop- 
ted will render it less likely that some important law may become 
unconstitutional through a defect in its title. 

PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS. 

During the past period most gratifying progress has been 
made in the way of public improvements. Nearly a hundred miles 
of roads have been constructed on the Island of Hawaii. The 
almost impassable trails have been replaced by highways of easy 
grades with finely finished and firmly made road beds. This 
system of roads, which has been so well begun should be pushed 
to a speedy completion. By this means a large area of land 
which has been heretofore practically inaccessible will be made 
available for settlement and cultivation. 

While the road improvement hus not been so great on the 
Islands of Maui, Oahu and Kauai, important work has been done 
on all of those islands. The opening of the Nuuanu Pali road 
marks the completion of a project that has been before the public 
for many years. 

Extensive improvements of the harbors of Honclulu and Hilo 
are now under way. The demands of our increasing commerce per- 


mit of no cessation of these works. 
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An important factor in the preservation of the health of 
Honolulu has been the straightening and improvement of the lower 
portion of Nuuanu Stream, while the installation of a modern 
disinfeoting plant and other appliances at the Quarantine Station 
gives assurance that the possible introduction cf disease from 
foreign countries has been reduced to a minimum. 

Many new school houses have teen built, but a still greater 
number are needed for the accommodation of our school children, 


some of whom although several years above school age have never 


had the benefit of instruction in the public school 


n 


All the funds necessary for the continuation of the general 
plan of public improvements should he pranted without hesitation 
having only in view the sources of revenue at the disposal of 
the Government, 

SEWERAGE, 

At your last session an appropriation of ten thousand dol- 
lars was made for sewerage investigation. The greater part of 
this sum has been expended in obtaining plans and specifications 
for a system of sewerare for Honolulu. Investigation was under- 
taken by an eminent sanitary engineor, and his report, which in- 
cludes elaborate drawings, together with the estimates of cost 
of construction and maintenance, will be submitted to you by the 
Minister of the Interior. While the completion of the entire 
System would require the expenditure of nearly a half million 
of dollars, a portion of the work may well be commenced, which, 
when completed, would give that part of the city which is most 


thickly settled, sewerage facilities. 
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The protection of the health of Honolulu is not only impor- 
tant to its inhabitants, but to all the group as well, it being 
the principal distributing point and business center the preval- 
ence cf an epidemic would seriously interfere with the general 
i aauead of the country. 

LAND POLICY. 

The extent of the undeveloped resources of the country are 
but just beginning to be understood. The growth of the coffee 
industry has emphasized this and given rise to a demand for land 
in small. parcels upon many of which homes are being erected and 
occupied by a very desirable class of people, The present land 
policy of the Government has an important bearing upon this sub- 
ject and should be continued, but upon a more extensive scale. 

The sub-division of public lands suitable for settlement 
should be carried on with all possible expedition. For this 
reason the Land Commission should be granted increased facili- 
ties for carrying on the work, A step in this direction would 
be to place the surveying of all lands to be opened by the Com- 
mission under the Bureau of Survey. This would relieve the 
Land Commission from many perplexing questions, and give the 
Land Agent opportunity to attend to other details, thereby ena- 
bling him to push forward the interests of intending settlers 
with the necessary vromptness. 

FORESTRY. 
The extension and conservation of forests is a matter which 


is receiving the attention of nearly all civilized nations. 
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Whatever may be the difference in theories in regard to the ef- 
fect of forests on the amount of rainfall, all admit that many 
penefits result from the existence of large forest areas, 

The protection of the forests has received the attention 
of the iacneive during the last two years, Through amicable 
arrangements with those who control large tracts of land, many 
miles of fence have been constructed for the purpose of shutting 
out from the forests the herds of wild cattle which infest the 
mountainous regions, 

So much depends upon the correct understanding of the meth- 
ods to be employed in an undertaking of this nature it is advisa- 
ble that the work should be in charge of specially trained men. 
This work if carried out judiciously need not interfere with ei- 
ther established or contemplated industries. 

INDUSTRIAL AND REFORM SCHOOLS. 

There are a number of our boys and girls who are so incor- 
rigible that their parents cannot keep the necessary control of 
them, or they are the children of parents who are indifferent 
to their welfare, and being left to their own resources become 
in after En an addition to the dissolute and vicious element 
of our population. 

That this error may be corrected it is recommended that a 
law be enacted which will enlarge the scope of the present Re- 
form School by giving authority to the Department of Public 
Instruction to commit such boys and girls as it may consider re- 


quire discipline and protection, to an industrial school. 
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Instruction in the ordinary branches may well be coupled 
with agricultural and manual training in institutions of this 
kind, and if suitable locations are secured for these schools 
they may become partially self-supporting. 

The criminal classes, or those usually committed to the 
Reform School, may be included in the scope of institutions of 
this kind, but they should be kept in separate wards so as not 
to exert an improper influence over those who have not become 
addicted to vicious habits. The desired end of institutions of 
this kind would be to give the inmates a rudimentary education 
as well as training in some useful trade or employment, all of 
which would tend to give them a better appreciation of the res- 
ponsibilities of life as well as means of self sustenance upon 
their discharge from the school. 

APPEALS FROM DISTRICT MAGISTRATES, 

The present judiciary law allows appeals from all decisions 
of District Magistrates in all matters, to the Circuit Courts. 
This has the effect of hindering the work of the Circuit Courts 
at their regular terms. The calendar is repeatedly encumbered 
by cases on appeal from the District Courts of so trivial a na- 
ture that the really important cases are often crowded over from 
one term of court to another, to the detriment of litigants and 
unjustifiable expense to the Government. Appeals from District 
Magistrates to the Circuit Courts should be restricted to cases 
of importance. The right of appeal to the Supreme Court on 


questions of law may well be continued, but with a provision 
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that where the appeals shall be found to be frivolous the Su- 
preme Court may, in its discretion, impose exemplary costs. 
The right of appeal in criminal cases might be governed by the 
amount of fine or imprisonment imposed by the District Magis- 
trate, ana in civil actions for debt or assumpsit, by the amount 
involved in the case, 

CABLE COMMUNICATION. 

Under the provisions of Act 17 of the ewe of 1895, being 
an Act to facilitate the construction and maintenance of tele- 
graphic cables in the Pacific, a contract was entered into be- 
tween the Republic and Mr. Z. S. Spalding, which received the 
sanction of the Legislature by a joint resolution approved Aug- 
ust 14, 1895, Mr. Spalding was unable, through various reasons 
to complete the cable within the terms specified in the contract, 
and a surrender of the contract and the franchise thereby grant- 
ed was agreed to on the third day of May, 1897,; since which 
time no definite proposition in regard to cable communication 
which was considered wise to accept has been presented. 

REGISTRATION OF VESSELS. 

The Deir erieline the registration of foreign built vessels 
under the Hawaiian flag is not in accord with the policy of the 
Executive. At present, any owner of a foreign built vessel 
may have the right to obtain a register by simply transferring 
the nominal legal title to a citizen of this country. There 
are many objections to this. The law does not give sufficient 


protection to domestic enterprises, for a vessel, although in 
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fact owned by foreigners, may enter into direct competition with 
our own vessels, even in the inter-island trade. It also in- 
creases the obligations of the Government to care for Hawaiian 
seamen abroad. 

A ‘aw restricting the granting of an Hawaiian Register to 
vessels entirely owned by citizens of the Republic is recom- 
mended. 

In conclusion I congratulate you that you meet at a time 
when friendly relations are being maintained with all foreign 
powers; the public peace and health are well preserved; and gen- 
eral prosperity prevails throughout the land.

KAIULANI--This is not a new item and as it was thoroughly 
discussed at the last regular session, there is no need of fur- 
ther discussion at this point. For the same reasons which 
have been urged at previous times it is recommended that it 
pass as given. 

PEHLBEHR--Mr . Fehlbehr has been in the Government employ 
over 30 years and has grown old in the service. Your committee 
does not believe that the Government can or ought to establish 
a Pension Bureau for its employes, but we feel that this is a 
special case as Mr. Fehlbehr is a cripple and has no other means 
of support. We recommend that the item pass at $720. | 

SALARY OF SIIORTHAND REPORTERS--The report of the Chief Jus- 
tice shows very clearly the increase in the work of the courts 
and the necessity during the last period of employing extra 
stenographers from,time to time, The item calls for one 
stenographer and under the conditions we recommend the passage 
of the item. 

SALARY OF CLERK OF 3D AND 4TH CIRCUITS.--An increase of 
$400 for the two years is asked and the reason therefor is the 
insufficiency of the present salary, in cinsequence of the 
greater demands resulting from an increased amount of work and 
responsibility. 

SALARY OF DEPUTY AUDITOR-GENERAL and SALARY OF CLERK--We 
recommend that these two items be deferred as there is no law 


Providing for a deputy Auditor-General and we understand that 
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a bill is to be presented with such a provision and the item 
will come with greater significance at that time. 

SALARIES AND COMMISSIONS OF TAX ASSESSORS AND COLLECTORS-- 
The appropriation for the last biennial period was for $45,000 
and it was so manifestly inadequate that this Legislature has 
peen asked to appropriate $14,000 to pay outstanding accounts. 
The item calls for $60,000, which is but $1000 more than the ac- 
tual amount called for during the last two vears. We recommend 
that the item pass. 

BUREAU OF CUSTOMS--Each item under this Department has been 
carefully reviewed by the Committee and in order to be fully sat- 
isfied as to the methods employed and the results obtained by the 
heavy expenditure in this bureau, the’ members of the committee 
made a tour of investigation to every branch of the service and 
find that the increased shipping business of the Islands and 
the various details incident thereto, require a very vigilant 
service and a large force of employes. It is a branch of the 
Government with which the mercantile interests come into closer 
contact perhaps than any other, and which must therefore be 
modernized with every convenience possible and practicable, 
We therefore recommend that the items pass as given and we here- 
with give a statement of reasons in every case where there is 
an increase, 

SALARY OF 3 STATISTICAL CLERKS--This is an increase of $300 


r 


for the biennial period. The three men are now doing equally 
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{mportant work and the increase will equalize the salaries paid. 

SALARY OF PORT SURVEYOR--$600 increase for the biennial 
period. Heretofore some of the expenses connected with this 
very important and responsible position have been paid out of the 
Incidental Account, but with this increase the Port surveyor 
assumes these expenses. 

SALARY OF CUSTOMS GAUGER AND TESTER--Decrease of $600 for 
the biennial period, l 

APPRAISER'S SALARY--New item. This position has been 
vacant heretofore but the increased amount of business neces- 
sitates the filling of the vacancy. - 

TWO EXAMINERS AND APPRAISER'S STOREKEEPER--New items. 

A proper fulfilment of the duties of the department demand this 
assistance, 

PAY OF HONOLULU CUSTOMS! INSPECTORS--An. increase of: $3200. 
It seems advisable to entirely rearrange the force and to place 
greater responsibility on the men, thus calling for increased 
salaries in some cases and to put on Hard nen: 

PAY OF CUSTOMS' GUARDS, HONOLULU--The present force is en- 
tirely too small to cope with existing circumstances. A large 
increase is asked and we heartily recommend it as otherwise the 
service will become a farce. 

EXPENSES PILOT BOATS, PORT OF HONOLULU, WATCHMAN AND KEEPER

SALARY OF COLLECTOR, MAHUKONA AND HONOIPO--A slight increase. 
On account of the service being in two places, the expenses are 
heavy and the salary very small. 

LINES 157 AND 158-- These places are ports of entry without 
Collectors, The business is growing and regular collectors need- 
CG. 

DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR: SALARIES OF 2nd, 3rd and 4th 
ASSISTANT CLERKS--These are small increases in’each item but the 
work and responsibility of each position we think justifies the 
increase and we recommend the passage of the items, 

Your committee are not in favor of indiscriminate increases 
in the expenditures of any pepartment but we have taken into 
consideration the great increase in the work of certain positions 
on account of the development of the country and the necessary 
improvements and changes resulting therefrom.

Sideration, A brief statement of the Kinai Maru affair is as 
follows: 


In April, 1897, the Kinai maru brought 665 japanese immi- 
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grants to Honolulu. On the voyage from Japan smallpox broke 
out in their midst and they were landed by the Hawaiian Govern- 
ment at the Quarantine Station; nearly all these immigrants were 
refused landing for non-compliance with the laws poverning the 
landing of aliens, and the Executive decided to return to Japan 
on the Kinai Maru all who had not been stricken with smallpox 
which was done, 

The Board of Health made a claim of $5,887.32 on the above 
ship for quarantine expenses, but the captain had no funds with 
which to settle the claim, nor had he any agent in ;jonolulu who 
could settle it. 

The Executive therefore took a bottomry bond on the ship, 
which seemed to be the only thing they could do under the circun- 
stances, as they were anxious to send the ship off with the 
immigrants. 

This bond has been sent to Japan for collection, but the 
agent of our Government in Japan reports that it would be useless 
at the present time to enter suit for the claim. In the mean- 
time the quarantine expenses remain unsettled, and the guards 
and others the Government owes for services performed, and for 
provisions, etc., furnished have gone without their pay. 

Your Committee find that an additional amount of $130.68, 
quarantine expenses for care of the smallpox patients left by 
the vinai paru has not been included in the $5,887.32 as in the 
bill, 
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We recommend that this amount be added to the item in the 
pill, making a total of $6,018.00, and that the Senate pass the 
item thus amended.

MESSAGES FROM THE PRESIDENT. 

The following messages were received from the Executive: 

To the Senate of the Republic of Hawaii: A Message: 
In view of the importance of the project of the annexation of 
Hawaii to the United States of America, an earnest request was 
made to me in January last, by many of the public men of Honolu- 
lu, that I should visit Washington in the interests of this matter 
The proposition was submitted to the Council of State for advice, 
which body unanimously recommended such action. 

In response therefore to these expressions, and apprecia- 
ting the advantages of being able to study the situation in 


Washington, I sailed upon this mission, accompanied by Mrs. 
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Dole, Major Curtis P. Iaukea and Dr. Francis R, day on January 
9th. During my brief stay in Washington I had personal confer- 
ences with President McKirley and members of his administration. 
I also gained much insight into the status and prospects of 
annexation from the Hawaiian Minister at Washinpton and others. 

The treaty was at that time under discussion in the Ameri- 
can Senate with a fair prospect of receiving the necessary two- 
thirds for its ratification. Failing this, it was expected 
that the matter would be promptly taken up iden a Joint Reso- 
lution and pushed through to a successful conclusion. 

My visit to Washington was marked by the unbounded hospi- 
talities both of the Government and citizens, and the highest 
official honors were extended to me as President of the Republic 
of Hawaii. A similar cordial recognition and warm interest in 
the Hawaiian Islands was in evidence all along the road, through 
kindly greetings and social festivities as we traversed the 
Continent in going and returning.

REPORTS, 

Senator Lyman presented the following report; 

"Your Committee on Public Lands and Internal Improvements 
to whom was referred items in Senate Bill 4, on the Bureau of 
Survey, lines 82, 83 and 84, have considered the same and beg 
to report as follows: 

The first item of %45,000 is the amount estimated necessary 
to do the surveying and field work of both bureaus, the Survey 
and the Public Lands, and is about $7000 more than the amount 
expended in the last period; but judging from the land transac- 
tions of the last few months and the present demand for real 
estate it will be needed, and the same is true in regard to the 
next two items. 


Your committee recommend that the items pass as in the bill.

Senator Baldwin submitted the following report: 

"Your Committee on Commerce, Agriculture and Manufacture 
to whom was referred the items in Acts 4 and 5 under the heading 
"Forests and Nurseries" beg leave to report that we have had the 
same under careful consideration, 

Your committee in company with Commissioner Marsden and 
Prof. Koebele visited the Government nursery on King street, 
and also the plot of land under Punchbowl it is proposed to use 
for an experimental station. We were prevented on account of 
rain from visiting the upper part of Nuuanu valley where the 
Government has commenced the work of re-foresting 5 or 6000 acres 
of Government land that has been practically denuded of forest 
trees, 

Your committee was pleased with the work that has been done 
by this branch of the Government during the past period, and 
with the proposition of the department to expand and extend their 
Operations by establishing an experimental station and also by 
putting on a larger force for re-forestinf Nuuanu Valley. 

The need of a Government experimental station has been felt 
for a great many years. The Provisional Government voted a 
Sum of money for such a station, and the last Legislature of the 


Republic appropriated $12,000 for this purpose, but the project 
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has not been carried out. 

A like amount is now asked for in Act 4 for this purpose, 
which your committee recommend the Senate to pass, and we strongly 
urge that the Government establish this station which if properly 
conducted can be made of great value to the country in aiding to 
diversify our agricultural industries. During the past two years 
there have been distributed without charge from the King street 
nursery 31,705 plants and trees, and 9,465 trees were planted 
out at the new station at Nuuanu valley. January 1, 1898, there 
were on hand at the nursery 19,000 trees and plants ready for 
distribution. The cost of maintaining the King Street nursery 
has been only $1565.00 per annum and about $200 for incidentals. 

Great praise is due Prof. Koebele for the service he has 
rendered in bringing about the destruction of so manyof our 
ruinous insect pests. 

Your committee recommend that the items pass as in the two 
bills and that the following item be inserted "Incidentals and 
Traveling Expenses of Prof. Koebele $1,000.00."

Senator Waterhouse submitted the following report: 

"Your Finance Committee to which was referred various items 
in Senate Bill 3 have carefully investigated the causes which 
have led to the insertions of the items and beg to report as 


follows: 
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EXPENSES SUPREME AND CIRCUIT COURTS-- 
PAY OF INTERPRETERS NOT SPECIALLY PROVIDED FOR-- 

Many of the appropriations in this department have been 
found insufficient owing to the increase of business and the 
fact that the appropriation for Expenses for Supreme and Circuit 
Courts has had to bear the expenses of the last three months of 
the previous period, owing to the change of the fiscal period 
from April lst to Jan. lst, in consequence of which a balance 
amounting to $6789.34 remained unavailable in the Treasury. We 
recommend that the items pass, 

EXPENSES OF WITNESSES IN CRIMINAL CASES-- 
CORONERS' INQUESTS-- 

As the appropriations for these items ran short it was nec- 
essary either to stop the business of the courts or to incur the 
expenses as given. We recommend the passage of the items. 

ALT, OF THE ITEMS IN THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC INSTRUGTION-- 

Since these items were referred to the committee the presi- 
dent of the Board of Education has asked to have another bill of 
$55.32 added to the 54th item, thus making the amount $1773.23 
instead of $1717.91, and also a bill of $150 added to the 55th 
item, making it $1100.75 instead of $950.75. After the additions 
are made which are given above these items will have to follow 
the same course which the other unpaid bills have taken and we

recommend that they pass. 
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BOARD OF HEALTH-- 

The schedule of expenses for this department which were 
handed to the committee did not agree with the bill and a second 
schedule was presented. This contained new bills to the amount 


of $1517.39, divided among the items so that it reads as follows: 


SEGREGATION, SUPPORT AND TREATMENT OF LEPERS-- $7471.57 
SUPPORT AND MAINTENANCE OF NOSPITALS-- 558.61 
SUPPORT OF NON-LEPROUS CHILDREN OF LEPERS-- 65.55 
INSANE ASYLUM-- 171.50 
QUARANTINE EXPENSES-- 2439.06 
GENERAL EXPENSES-- 1404.41 
MEDICINES-- 764.47 
$12,875.17 


It is most unsatisfactory to have such changes in the bill 
as it gives an appearance of uncertainty as to the knowledge of 
the department, but as the bills are all owing we recommend that 
the revised items pass. 

CLAIMS OF LEE MING & CO. AND V. O, TEIXEIRA-- 

This item is made up of two claims made upon the Board of 
Health growing out of action taken during the cholera epidemic 
of 1895, We feel that the Board of Health was justified in 
its action but also that under the circumstances there is a just 
Claim upon the Government. Demands were made upon the Govern- 
ment for much larger amounts but this was a compromise offer to 


be paid in case the Lerislature should appropriate the money. 
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We recommend that the items pass at $750 to meet claim of Lee 
Ming & Co. and $250 to meet claim of V. 0. Teixeira. 
COMMISSION OF PUBLIC LANDS-- 

These items are composed of bills which your committee have 
examined and found to be due, we therefore recommend that they 
pass. 

It seems unfortunate to your committee that the items of In- 
cidentals and Unpaid Bills in the various departments should 
be as large as they are because it makes the appropriation of 
moneys by the Legislature to appear like a farce, if after the 
appropriations are run out a free hand is used in the incurring 
of bills, and then the Legislature is asked to further appro- 
priate moneys to meet then, When bills are incurred there is 
little left for the Legislature but to appropriate the money to 
pay them, but some action limiting such procedure even to the 
extent of making larger appropriations, if necessary, would 
seem preferable to the present system.

It appears to your committee that with our already increased 
number of vessels to be visited and with the prospect of further 
increase, together with the continual need of such a craft for 
emergencies and special duties, it is safe for us to depart from 
the use of the sail and the row boat and to have an up-to-date 
method of conveyance for the purposes intended. We recommend 


the passage of the iten. 
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SPECIAL SERVICE FUND- 

An increase of $2500 is asked in this item and it is very 
manifest that this fund, if wisely used, can be made to subserve 
our greatest interests. We recommend that the item pass. 

TAX APPEAJ, BOARDS--DOG TAGS-- 

These items being the same as last period, we recommend 
that they pass. 
INCIDENTALS, TAX OFFICE-- 

An increase of $2000, but upon an examination of the re- 
quirements of the office we recommend its passage.

Senator Brown also submitted the following report: 

"The Judiciary Committee to whom was referred all items in 
Senate Bill 5 relating to the Attorney General's department, 
beg leave to report upon the two items omitted from their first 
report: 

Salary of assistant to the Attorney-General $3600, 
Salary of stenographer to department, $3000. 

As to the first item herein named, this committee are of the 
Opinion that it should pass, as the work of the department has 
greatly increased, and the time of the Deputy Attorney General 
is wholly taken up in attending to and prosecuting at all the 
Circuit courts of the different islands, while the Attorney 
General's time is taken up as law adviser to the Cabinet and in 
Other offices and matters that he is called upon to fulfil in 


Other departments of the Government. 
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More than this sum was spent in the last biennial period 
for assisting counsel and legal work and was obtained or paid 
for out of other appropriations in his department, thus crippling 
these appropriations and diverting from them money not intended 
to be spent in that manner by the body voting the appropriation. 
We therefore recommend that the item pass. 
As to the second item, we think it will be a saving to the 
department in both time and money, as the committee was told 
that the stenographer would be at the disposal of the Marshal, 
as well as the Attorney-General, and when necessary and requir- 
ed sent to the other islands upon temporary work. We therefore 
think and recommend that the item pass,

Senator Brown also presented the following report: 

"Ihe Judiciary Committee to whom was referred back the item 
Detective service $16000 in senate Bill 4 report that they have 
made a further and very thorough examination into the item, and 
the manner in which the appropriation was expended during the 
last biennial period. The reason of the sudden increase com- 
mented upon in our first report on this item was occasioned by 
the allowing of certain monthly sums to the Islands of Hawaii, 
Maui and Kauai, and the transfer of the pay of four members of 


the Police force to this item, and also the pay of informers 
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for chefa and pakapio and other gambling games, and also illicit 
selling of liquors all over the islands. 

In our interview with the Marshal all the vouchers were 
submitted and he informed us that it would seriously interfere 
with stopping the illicit selling of liquors and the suppression 
of gambling if the sum of $8000 was only given the department, 
and with his figures and the vouchers of the last biennial peri- 
od convinced us that the sum of $13000 would be necessary for the 
proper carrying out of the objects for which the item is appro- 
priated. We therefore recommend that the item pass at $13000 
instead of $8000.

My attention having been called to a resolution adopted by 
the House of Representatives on the seventh instant, relative to 
a practice followed by officers of the department of the Attor- 
ney-General, I deem it of sufficient importance to justify me 
in addressing a communication to the Legislature upon the subject. 

The purpose of this message is not to discuss the merits 
of the alleged methods in use in the department of the Attorney- 
General, but to submit to the consideration of the Legislature 
the questions of practice raised by a resolution of this nature 


When passed by only one branch of the Legislature. 
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Aside from the enactment of statutes, the Legislature has 
the power by joint resolution of taking action in certain cases. 
put a resolution seeking to direct or control the action or course 
of the Executive branch of the Government, when taken by one 
House without reference to the will of or expression of opinion 
by the other presents serious considerations, involving the pos- 
sibility of placing the Rxecutive in the dilemma of receiving 


rival and clashing resolutions from the two branches of the 


Legislature, aimed at influencing or controlling its action. 


It will be apparent to you in this connection that when mat- 
ters of executive administration are under discussion in the 
Legislature or in either branch thereof the opinion of the 
Legislature upon the subject matter becomes of great importance 
to the pxecutive.

Inquests, amending sec- 
tion 2 of Chapter LX of the Penal Code, have considered the same, 
and beg to reportas follows: 

The amendments as set forth in lines 8, 9 and 10 of the 
bill, provide that "in all cases of sudden death the Coroner shall 
inquire into the cause, and in his discretion shall cause an 
inquest to be held even if he is not satisfied that there are 
suspicious circumstances attending the death." 

Also in lines 11 and 12 that "all persons summoned to serve 
on a Coroner's jury shall be paid Two Dollars per day for each 
day's actual attendance." 

Section 2 is to repeal Sections 318 to 330 inclusive, of 
the Civil Code, as heretofore this law is found in both the 
Civil Code and also in the Penal Code, and by repealing it in the 
Civil Code will leave it in the Penal Code only. 

Your Committee recommend that the bill pass.

"The Judiciary Committee to whom was referred the message 


of the President relative to resolutions passed by only one 
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pranch of the Legislature, upon the action or course to be taken 
by the Executive branch of the Government, say that in their 
opinion such a resolution should be joint, and as-such an expres- 
sion by the Legislature and not a branch or part thereof. The 
Legislature acts as an entirety, and in our opinion neither the 
Senate as such, or the House of Representatives as such, and 
each independently of the other, have or should have the right 
to direct or control the action or course to be taken by the 
Executive branch of the Government. If the Legislature or 

any particular branch of the Legislative power is dissatisfied 
or approves the course or action taken in any of the Executive 
branches of the Government, such dissatisfaction or approval 
should be expressed by the Legislature as a body. If the prac- 
tice resolves itself into the passage by only one member of the 
Legislative power of such approval or dissatisfaction, we will 
have a state of affairs the contemplation of which is anything 
but pleasant, The Executive might receive one day a resolution 
from one branch condemning certain actions, and the next day 
from the other branch a resolution recommending and favoring such 
action; in a case of that nature what could be expected? 

Nothing more than if no resolutions had been passed , as the 
Passing of them was not the joint act of the Legislature, and 
under the constitution the Legislature must act, except in cer- 


tain cases therein specified, as one body.

"The Judiciary Committee to whom was referred House Biil 1, 
being an Act to provide for the suspending of. sentence in certain 
cases, beg leave to report as follows: 

It has long been the practice of Police or District Magis- 
trates when requested by the prosecuting officer to suspend sen- 
tence, after trial and conviction upon criminal charges, and it 
was never questioned until lately, when the Supreme Court in the 
case of the Republic vs. Pedro, held that courts of record had 
the power of suspending sentence but not indefinitely, but that 
the Police or District Magistrates had not. In consequence of 
that decision this Act was introduced. 

In disposing of the case above referred to the Supreme Court 
did not so far as we recollect pass upon the constitutionality of 
the power of suspending sentence, as it was not raised. Sub- 
division 7 of Article 81 of the Constitution places the pardon- 


ing power of the State in the hands of the President and Council 
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of State. The Act now under consideration provides that any 
Judge of a Court of Record or District Magistrate may suspend 
sentence for any period not to exceed thirteen months, and after 
the expiration of that period, if sentence in the meantime has 
not been imposed, the person so convicted shall not thereafter 
be liable to sentence on the charge for which he was tried and 
convicted. In our opinion this is an exercise of the pardoning 
power by the Judge or District Magistrate delegated to him by 
the Legislature when the Constitution strictly limits such 
power to the President and Council of State. We have grave doubt 
of the constitutionality of this Act. Another objection is that 
it is too sweeping; if the power of suspending sentence was 
confined to minors or where a first offence had been committed 
or in the case of misdemeanors, something might be said in its 
favor, but in its present form we think too much power is given, 
and in many cases might lead, especially in the outer districts, 
to collusion between the prosecuting officers, criminals and 
District Magistrates. We have stated our objections to this 
Act, and submit the same to the Senate for such action as they 
may deem best, and make no recommendation as to the disposition 
of the same,

owned abroad by an alien was sufficient to prevent such vessel 
being registered under the Hawaiian flag. This committee 
have therefore prepared a substitute Act. The substitute Act 
provides that a vessel to be registered under the Hawaiian flag 
must be wholly owned by a citizen or citizens of the Republic, 
and in case the owner is a Hawaiian corporation a majority of 
its capital stock must be owned and held by citizens of the Re- 
public and its principal place of business he within the Repub- 
lic, It also provides that the stamps on the bill of sale shall 
be affixed at the actual cash value of the vessel. It also 
provides that upon any application to the Collector-General for 
a register, an affidavit shall be made that the applicant is a 
citizen of the Republic and that no citizen or subject of any 
foreign prince or state is directly or indirectly interested by 
Way of trust, confidence or otherwise, in the vessel or in the 


Profits or issues thereof. The same facts are to be sworn to 
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by an officer of a Hawaiian corporation applying for a register, 
except in so far as a minority of its stock may be held by an 
alien. Senate Bill 14 was introduced by the Government for 
the purpose of keeping its faith with the United States Government 
and in erder to prevent an indiscriminate transfer of foreign 
vessels (other than American) to the Hawaiian flag, in order 
if annexation took place that they might thus become American 
vessels, and was made necessary by the interpretation given our 
Statutes by the Supreme Court in its decision in the case of 
the British Steamship China's application for a Hawaiian regis- 
ter. 
We therefore recommend that Senate Bill 14 be laid on the 

table and the Act introduced by this Committee be substituted 
in its place.

"Your special committee appointed to investigate the Insane 
Asylum and report on the request of the Superintendent of the 
Asylum for new buildings, beg leave to report that we have vis- 
ited the Asylum and given the matter careful attention. 

The grounds and buildings of the Asylum are kept in a neat 
and orderly manner, and the system and methods of providing for 
and caring for the inmates are a credit to the Superintendent. 

The Asylum has a capacity for 98,inmates. At present they 


have 106 inmates and the number has been steadily increasing. 


In order to make room for the inmates, some of the guards have 
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been obliged to give up their rooms and sleep in town or some- 
where off the place. There is a great need for new and properly 
constructed cells for the bad cases of insanity who have to be 
confined separately, especially at night. 

The buildings are all of wood, and the principal building 
is becoming much decayed in parts. 

Your committee, after consulting with the Toard of Health 
in regard to the matter, recommend that the Legislature appro- 
priate $25,000 for a new fireproof building, to be built of ` 
concrete with an iron roof. 

We also recommend that the Legislature appropriate 42600 
for the purchase and erection of an electric plant at the Asylum 
so that they can have their own electric system. This also has 
the approval of the Board of Health. 

We would also recommend that an additional amount be ap- 
propriated for the maintenance of the Asylum and that it be in- 
creased to $33,600. It will be necessary to make some changes 
on the premises, such as fencing, etc., that will require this 


increase.

"The Judiciary Committee to whom was referred Senate Bill 
17, relating to the registry of vessels and to amend certain 
sections of the Civil Code, report as follows: 

"After the word "corporation" on line 4 of the first page 
of the ptinted copy insert the following words, "having had an 
office or place of business and carried on such business within 
the Republic for the two years immediately preceding such appli- 
cation for registry of said vessel", also strike out all the 


balance of the Section. On page 2, being Section 2 printed 
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ns after the word "owner" on line 11, strike out the words, 
nwith the exception however that a majority of the capital stock 
of such corporation shall be owned and held by citizens of the 
Republic", and on line 15 of Section 2 strike out the word "the" 
and insert the words "those who may be", also strike out the words 
"the minority of". In Section 3, page 3 printed copy, line 9, 
after the word "vessel" strike out the words, "if the same be 
not a vessel employed in the whale or seal fishery," and on line 
14 of the same section on page 4 printed bill, after the word 
"thereof" insert the words "except as limited by Section 631 
in respect to corporations." 

This Committee also recommend the insertion of a new section 
to be called Section 4 and to read as follows: 

"Section 4. This Act shall not affect the register of any 
vessel heretofore admitted to Hawaiian registry." 

This committee invited several of the principal merchants 
and ship owners to meet it, and it is at their suggestion that 
these amendments are offered, the effect being no restriction 
to a Hawaiian corporation owning vessels, providing it has been 
actually engaged in and carried on its business and had its 
office within the Republic for the two years next preceding the 
application for registry; this provision will prevent corporations 
organizing for the sole purpose of placing vessels under the 


Hawaiian flag and will not interfere with or deprive corporations 
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now in existence of any rights that they may be entitled to under 
Hawaiian law. 

Under our laws an amendment to the charter of a corporation 
enlarging its business in any manner or to any kind can be made 
at any time upon a decision of a majority of its stockholders; 
such being the fact, this committee submits to the senate 
whether it would not be safer to limit the ownership of vessels 
by corporations to cases where the vessel would or could have 
been used in the business for which the corporation was originally 
incorporated, in other words, to prevent corporations from amend- 
ing their charters for the sole purpose of putting vessels under 
the Hawaiian flag; we do not say, intimate or think any corpora- 
tion now in existence would lend itself to any such scheme, but 
the old saying, "An ounce of prevention is better than a pound 
of cure," is still a truism. 

This committee fully appreciates and endorses the policy of 
the Government in this matter, but cannot consent to be a party 
to the jeopardizing or ruining of our carrying trade and marine 
interests and think that the Act as now amended will satisfy 
and fully carry out its policy, and therefore recommend that 
it pass,

"The Judiciary Committee to whom was referred House Bill 


18, being an Act to amend Section 4 of Chapter 32 of the Laws 


of 1876 relating to evidence, report that they have had the Act 


under consideration. As the law now stands, the Attorney- 


General or Sheriff of the several circuits have the power of 


187 


applying to any Judge of a Court of Record in Chambers for an 
order that any witness in a criminal case whose evidence is 
material may be bound by recognizance to appear and testify at 
the trial or may be committed to prison for that purpose. 

The Act now under consideration provides that any material 
witness to the prosecution, who is about to depart, or intends 
to evade subpoena, or to otherwise avoid giving testimony, and 
such fact is proved to the Circuit Judge of the Circuit Court 
where the trial is to take place, may be required to enter into 
recognizance in a reasonable sum to appear and testify at the 
trial, or if such recognizance is not entered into may be commit- 
ted to prison until such time as the cause comes on for trial. 

Another provision is that the defendant or accused person 
or his attorney may at any time examine the witness if commit- 
ted to jail. This provision is new and seeks to introduce new 
practice, and was introduced into the Act for the reason that 
the Supreme Court in a case recently heard, decided that it was 
not reversible error for the trial Judge to refuse an applica- 
tion made by the attorney of an accused person for a private 


interview or examination with a witness detained in jail by the 


prosecution under the existing law. We think that in the pros- 


ecution of all criminal cases, the accused should have a free, 


fair and impartial trial, but we do not see why any laws should 


be enacted that would tend to weaken the prosecution’s means 
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or methods of obtaining evidence, or when obtained of weakening 
it, or prevent it being given as originally stated. With the 
large population here of a class of people whose language is un- 
known to the majority and who are noted for their clannishness, 
it would be impossible in our opinion if the law sought to be 
enacted is passed to obtain the detention of such witnesses whose 
evidence in the case was material for the prosecution. 
Some question has been raised, but not by this comittee, 
as to the constitutionality of the law as it now stands; we 
have no fear upon that scoreas, if we are informed correctly, 
the law of evidence now on our statute books, and of which this 
is a section, was collated or drafted from the law of New Zea- 
land or others of those colonies by the late Judge Preston, and 
has been tried and found to stand the test where originally enact- 
ed, We therefore recommend that the Act be laid on the table.

Senator Waterhouse presented the following report: 

"Your Finance Committee beg to report concerning the system 
of book-keeping which is in vogue in the Board of Health. In a 
previous report a reference was made to a seeming lack of knowl- 
edge concerning the bills which were owing by the poard. The 


report of the comnittee was made the basis of an attack upon the 
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Department by other members, and then the committee, through a 
misunderstanding of the Attorney-General, was made to bear the 
brunt of the attack. Since that time the committee has looked 
into the system of book-keeping used in the department and have 
satisfied themselves that their first opinion was correct. If 
they were kept as are the books of the Attorney-qeneral we should 
have nothing but commendation for the system, but we find that 
the books which are kept are not sufficienly comprehensive for 
the large amount of business which is transacted and should be 
carried further into detail in some particulars. 

Up to within a few weeks all bills when presented were placed 
‚in a drawer, no record being made of them, and at the end of the 
month the bills which were to be paid were approved by the Ex- 
ecutive officer and then taken to the Auditor-General for his 
signature, after which the money was obtained for payment. 
Bills which were not presented and those which were not properly 
approved by the person ordering the goods received no attention 
nor was any record kept of outstanding accounts unless bills were 
actually presented, and thus the Department could not know just 
what its financial standing was at any REENE TA 

The Attorney-Gemeral referred to a Detail Book in which 
every bill for which payment had been made was itemized. This 
is true and it is an essential book, but the items are so segre- 
gated that from this book or any other kept in the office no bill 


with two items or more of a dissimilar nature will show as a 
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wholewhole, and if application is made to the Department for the 
date upon which a bill was paid and all of the items of said 
bill, the information cannot be obtained without going to the 
Interior Department and getting the original voucher. 

These explanations are given to substantiate the first report 
of the committee and not to lay further blame upon the Department. 
In fact it was not the intention of the committee to sugrest 
anything wrong in practice, but to report upon our findings as 
we have done in other cases and to suggest advisable changes. 

Within the last few weeks some changes have been institu- 
ted, which we believe will he greatly to the advantage of the 
officials of the Board and other changes will no doubt be found 
advisable. We have found the greatest willingness to fully ex- 
Plain every detail and to co-operate with us in our inquiry, and 
the results as given above have not only come from actual con- 
tact with the books but from the Executive officer and the Secre- 
tary of the Board themselves. 

The committee will offer to the President of the Board cer- 
tain suggestions concerning a system which we think would be 


advantageous to the Department.

However 
that may be, it is deemed safer and in the interests of all who 
may have differences or questions to settle, which cannot be 
settled by themselves amicably, to remove any questions and 
amend the section, so that when its provisions are sought to be 
taken advantage of it can be done, and no questions raised as 
to the legality or jurisdiction of the proceedings authorized 
under the section sought to be amended.

Bill 28 printed and Senate Bill 19 revised for third reading. 


Senator Brown presented the following report and substitute 
bill: "The Judiciary Committee to whom was referred Senate Bill 
25, being an Act to amend Section 69 as amended by Chapter 109 of 
the Session Laws of 1892, and Section 74 of Chapter 57 of the 
Session Laws of 1892, being the Act to reorganize the Judiciary 
Department of the Islands, and under the provisions of whivh 
Act the Judiciary Department is now working, report as follows: 

Under the provisions of the Act in question, the Supreme 
Court has decided that no appeal or bill of exceptions will lie 
to the Supreme court from the inferior courts unless the ques- 
tion decided is final and conclusive to the issue, and conse- 
quently no matter however important the question may be that is 
raised by demurrer or any other question that may be raised 
during the trial, unless it is final and conclusive of the case, 
it must come up for final decision upon the appeal after the case 
has been heard, argued, submitted and the decision given by the 


Judge or Magistrate who heard it. It very often happens, es- 
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pecially in equity trials, that a demurrer, if sustained, would 
be faatal to the case, the attorney interposing the demurrer has 
faith in his points, the Judge may be uncertain as the question 
raised is a close one; if he overrules the demurrer under our 
present practice the demurrer cannot be appealed from and taken 
immediately to the Supreme court for decision but must go upon 
the general appeal; if the court of Appeal should then sustain 
the demurrer all work and time spent in trying the case has 
been for naught. The Act now before the Senate is to remedy 
this, but it does not allow the appeal or the bill of exceptions 
as of right, the Judge who heard the case may in his discretion 
allow an appeal or a bill of exceptions. If this was given as 
of right we think that the rich litigant could tie up a case 
with appeals and exceptions and finally worry his opponent out. 
The committee have amended the title and redrafted the bill. 
The reason for redrafting is to insert the whole of the sections 
and add to them the words set forth in the Act referred, so that 
in looking up the law the practitioner, by taking the laws of 
1898, will know exactly what the statute is on appeals and bills 
of exception without having to search through the session Laws 
from 1892 to the present day. 

With the amendment to the title and other amendments merely 
as to form and the redrafting of the bill, which does in no way 
change its meaning as originally introduced, we recommend that

Under suspension of the rules Senator paldwin presented 
the following report: 

"Your Committee on Commerce, Manufacture and Agriculture, 
to whom was referred House Bill 26, entitled "An Act to encour- 
age the cultivation of grapes" beg leave to report that we have 
had the same under careful consideration. 

This bill calls for the exemption from taxes of all grape 
wines and all wine produced in this country, and all mills, ma- 
chinery, appliances, tools and buildings used exclusively in 
the care, cultivation or preparation of wine for market. 

A number of our agricultural products are now by law exempt 
from taxation, and it seems to your committee that it is time to 
cry halt unless it is to be the policy of the Legislature to 
exempt from taxation all products of the soil. 


There seems to be no more reason for exempting from taxation 
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grape wines and the machinery for manufacturing wine than there 
is for exempting corn, potatoes and other agricultural products 
of the country that are not on a very profitable basis. 

The grape industry has existed in the country as long as 
any of our agricultural industries, and has been as profitable 
as any of our small industries, and to exempt it from taxation 
will in our opinion lead to the exemption of all of our agricul- 
tural products except possibly sugar cane. 

Little or no machinery is required in the manufacture of 
wine, and we find that our home production does not require any 
special assistance in order to stimulate its production, for 
wine when properly made sells readily at $1.50 to $2.00 per 
gallon, while California wine is selling for 75 to 80 cts. We 
are creditably informed of one man in Kona who makes more than a 
thousand dollars a year from the wine made from about one acre ' 
of grapes. Where grapes grow well all that is required is 
that the industry be taken hold of by experts. 

For reasons given above your committee recommend that the 
bill be indefinitely postponed, 

In order to encourage the wine industry Act 82 of the Pro- 
visional Government might be so amended as to enable wine grow- 
ers to make wine and to dispose of the same to advantage, which 
at present the law does not permit.

Under suspension of the rules Senator Lyman presented the 
following report: 

"Your Committee on Public Lands and Internal Improvements, 
to whom were referred certain items in Senate Bill 22, being 
the items on lines 3, 5b, 58, 39, 40, 40b, and 45 have consi- 
dered the same and beg to report as follows: 

The item on line 3a is the amount required to finish the 
new slip wharf in Hilo Bay. 

The item on line 3b is the estimated cost of the new 
wharf at Kahiku, Maui. 

The item in line 6 is the estimated cost of the new grade 
of the road into Waipio Valley. 

Your committee recommend that the foregoing items pass as 


in the bill. 
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The item in line 38 should read, "Kula Homesteads to Maka- 
wao" and be changed to $5000. 

The item in line 39 should read, "Kihei Road and branches" 
and be changed to $10,000. 

The item in line 40 was recommended in your Committee's 
report on the petition from Kawaihau District, and is needed 
to build Moloaa bridge, $6500. 

The item in line 40b is provided for in the new Emergency 
Bill, so will not be required in this bill; but the sum of 
$2500 will be needed to complete the rest of the new Lawai 
Road. 

The item in line 45 is the estimated amount needed to 
complete the Diamond Head Lighthouse including the installation 
of electric lights for the same, 

Your committee have personally inspected said new light- 
house now being constructed, and consulted different authori- 
ties regarding the strength and stability of the structure, 
which is all of iron above the concrete foundation and is simply 
four 4-inch galvanized iron pipes, in 20-foot lengths, from the 
ground to the lighthouse proper, 40 feet. It is suitably braced 
and above this is the superstructure with the lights, 20 feet 
high. The iron of the pipe supports is 1/4 inch thick, which 
is cut by the thread in each of the joints at least half of its 
thickness, leaving but an 1/8 of an inch in thickness at each 


joint, which would appear to be the weak points in the same, 
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It may, however, be strong enough to support the 15 tons 
weight of the superstructure and stormy gales while it is fresh 
and new, but it is in a position constantly exposed to the salt 
spray of the sea, which will sooner or later cut the weak points 
of the iron with rust and endanger the safety of the structure 
with final collapse of the supports. 

On general principles a lighthouse should be a permanent 
institution that can be relied upon, with its light always on 
hand, especially in stormy weather. To accomplish this, it 
should be constructed in the most substantial manner and not 
in a way to do service for two, three, five or even ten years 
and then be missing, having collapsed or toppled over. 

The lighthouse now being constructed can be made substan- 
tial and as permanent as possible by building up a good substan- 
tial stone and cement tower from the ground up to the super- 
structure and securel y fastening the upper structure to the 
stonework. It would then be doubly strong, and when the iron 
pillars become weak from rust the stone tower will continue to 
hold all firmly in its place. This will require an addition 
to the original appropriation, which was $1000. There has al- 
ready been expended for the foundations and tower, tools, etc., 
#1824.29; for the lantern, $5561.90; total $7386.19; and we are 
now asked to re-appropriate from the unexpended balance to com- 


plete the construction and put in electric lights $1500, which 
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will make the total cost $8886.19. To build up a substantial 
stone tower as suggested above would require say $2500 addition- 
al, or about $4000 besides the amount already expended. 

Tt seems at first sight as if this is a large amount to ex- 
pend in addition to the present outlay on this structure, but if 
we consider for a moment it is only a dråp in a bucket when 
compared with the loss of any one of the large steamers or mer- 
chant ships now coming to this port, as a result of the col- 
lapse of the new Diamond Head Lighthouse. 

We cannot afford to run any chances in such a matter and 
rely upon a cheap, temporary structure when we can have some- 
thing permanent. Your Committee, therefore, recommend that 
in addition to the $1500 asked the sum of $2500 be appropriated 
to build a substantial stone tower for said lighthouse, to be 
completed before the superstructure is finished.

"Your Committee on Commerce, Agriculture and manufacture, 
to whom was referred substitute to House Bill 5, an Act to 
amend the license laws, beg leave to report that we have had 
the same under consideration, 

We would recommend that the following amendments be made: 

That the title be amended by inserting in line 6, after 
the words "houses and restaurants" the words: "Section 80 (re- 


lating to milk.) 
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At the end of Section 63 we would add the following words: 
"Every such license shall hold good during the term of member- 
ship in good standing in such organization, and upon the ter- 
mination of such membership the license will be cancelled by 
the commanding officer and returned to the Minister of the In- 
terior." 

Section 73 we would amend by inserting the word "seven" in 
the place of "five" in line 61. 

We would insert between section 73 and Section 96 an amend- 
ment to Section 80 of Act 64 of the Session Laws of 1896, re- 
lating to milk, so that said section shall read as follows: 

"Section 80, The annual fee for a license to sell milk 
in the District of Honolulu shall be ten dollars, and for the 
town of Hilo five dollars." 

With the above amendments we recommend that the bill pass. 

Some features of the license laws of the Republic appear 
to your committee to be somewhat oppressive, and we would strong- 
ly recommend that a commission be appointed to reconstruct the 
tax and license laws, and report at the next session of the 
Legislature,

2. The second item, $2500, should be $2400, the esti- 
mated cost of constructing the Government sidewalks in Hilo ad- 
joining the Court House square, and also adjoining the proposed 
new postoffice and custom house. 

3. The third item, $10,000, is the estimated cost of a 
new steel bridge across the Wailuku River, Hilo, which is needed 
soon, before the old bridge gives out. 

4. The fourth item, $5000, is the estimated cost of a 


new steel bridge across the Waiakea River, which is needed for

the road to the new wharf. 

5. The fifth item, $3000, is the estimated cost to build 
a road from the end of the present new mauka road down to the | 
new Kehena Landing in Puna. 

6. The sixth item, $10,000, is the amount needed to re- 
place the old 6-inch main water pipe in Hilo with a new and 
larger pipe, as the old pipe is too,small and too weak in places 
for the requirements of the town. 

Your committee recommend that the first, third, fourth 
and sixth items pass as in the bill; that the second item be 
entered in Senate Bill 4 and that the fifth item be entered

consideration. The item reads as follows: 

Harbor Improvements, Honolulu, $95,000.00 


The Government propose with the appropriation to continue 
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the work of dredging out slips on the Waikiki side of the harbor, 
and also to construct a long wharf on the Ewa side of the Harbor. 

The committee will report later on more fully in regard 
to the latter wharf and the wisdom of constructing it. 

In the mean time, however, we would recommend the Senate to 
pass the item of $95,000.00 for harbor improvements, for we are 
convinced that there is urgent need of expending at least this 
amount during the period towards extending and increasing the 
wharf capacity of the harbor in order to meet the requirements 
of our growing commerce, 

It often occurs now that two, and even four, foreign steam- 
ers that are sailing on a schedule time table arrive at this 
port at one time, and on account of the limited number of wharves 
suitable for large steamers are obliged to wait for several 
hours before they are able to obtain a wharf. For this reason 
we would urge on the Government the importance of pushing the 
work of constructing the slips that are intended more particu- 
larly for those large steamers, and that this work be done by 
contract if reasonable bids can be obtained for the same,

Senator Baldwin presented the following report and schedule: 

"Your Special Committee to whom was referred Senate Bill 
11 entitled "AN Act authorizing the issuance of Royal Patents 
or conveyances for land in Kapiolani Park, in the District of 
Kona, Island of Oahu, held under lease from the Kapiolani Park 
Association" and also Senate Bill 12, entitled "An Act to en- 
large Kapiolani Park" beg leave to report that we have had the 
same under careful consideration. 

Both of the above mentioned bills relate to the same matter, 
viz: to certain house lots located on the beach at Kapiolani 
Park that were leased out to different parties for house lots 
by the Kapiolani Park Association, and are portions of Crown 
land held under lease by the Kapiolani Park Association, 

These lots were cut up and sub-let as stated above several 


years ago, and the leases have about twenty-two years yet to run, 
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All of the property of Kapiolani Park, except these lots, was 
turned over in 1896, by legislative enactment, to a comnission 
called the kapiolani Park Association, 

The lots in question on the beach are fifty feet wide 
and extend from the Waikiki road to the beach, 

The lots on the mauka side of the Park are also fifty feet 
wide. 

We append herewith a list of the lessees of these lots, 
giving the number of lots held by each lessee, 

All of the holders of the beach lots have built house on 
their lots, which with other improvements vary in value from 
one thousand to six thousand for each holder. 

All of the mauka lots hav e been fenced in by the holders, 
but only a few have built houses. 

Bill 11 provides that all holders of these lots, both 
mauka and makai, who shall have put improvements on their land, 
which improvements shall have cost not less than five hundred 
dollars, shall be entitled to a Royal Patent from the Minister 
of the Interior, after paying the value of the same according 
to appraisement provided for in the bill. 

Bill 12 provides that the Minister of the Interior shall 
convey in fee simple, for the consideration of one dollar, all 
of the beach lots to the Park Commission, in order that said 
lots may become a part of Kapiolani Park at the termination of 


the lease, This bill makes no reference to the mauka lots. 
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Your committee fully appreciate the desirability of a sea 
beach adjoining the Park, where the general public can enjoy 
the sea air and sea bathing. On the other hand we endorse and 
heartily approve of the policy of the present Government to 
encourage people to build up attractive homes and , it seems 
a little hard to to say to those who have lived on these lots 
for years and who expect to make them their homes for twenty- 
two years to come that they cannot have the privilege of ac- 
quiring a fee simple title to them. 

The sea beach in front of these lots is very much broken 
up with ledges of coral that run out into the water, and this 
portion of the Waikiki beach is for that reason poor for bath- 
ing purposes. 

There are other portions of beach at Waikiki, however, 
which we believe might be obtained by the Park Commission, that 
are comparatively free from coral, furnish good bathing, and 
would be much more valuable additions to the Park than the 
beach in front of the lots in question. 

Your committee feel that an effort should be made to secure 
for the Park these more desirable portions of the beach, and 
that an opportunity be given the Park Commissioners to do so. 
If this can be accomplished the lessees of the Park house lots 
might be allowed to obtain a fee simple title to their houses 


by purchase either at public auction or by appraisement. 
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For reasons given above your committee would advise that 
no action be taken on either bill this session, but that both 
bills be laid on the table.

Senator Brown presented the following report: 

"The Judiciary Committee to whom was referred House Bill 
49, being an Act reducing the time in which actions to recover 
possession of land may be brought, report as follows: 

"Under the existing law, the time in which actions of this 
kind can be brought is twenty years; the law under considera- 
tion reduces the time to ten years. The Act goes into effect 
on the first day of January, 1899, but any person having a claim 
to land and wishing to commence an action to recover the same 
for the purpose of making an entry and obtain possession there- 
of, has until the first day of January, 1900, in which to com- 
mence and prosecute such action; that is the limitation of 
twenty years to persons who have the right or claim to the 
ownership or possession of land at the time this Act goes into 
effect, will have one year in which to bring their action; if 
they do not do so within that time, the law now sought to be 
enacted will govern. 


In California and most of the Western States, if not all 
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of them, the Statute of Limitations is confined to six years, 
and if your committee is informed correctly, say that there is 
hardly a State in the Union that now has a statute limiting 

the commencement of actions for the recovery of land to twenty 
years. It is a well known fact that within the past few years 
a number of suits in ejectment have been commenced to recover 
possession of land, just before the expiration of the twenty 
years adverse possession, and when no witnesses have been ob- 
tainable in the district or circuit in which the land is situ- 
ated to disprove the question of pedigree, as all the kamaainas 
or residents were either dead or had left the district, and no 
evidence other than the declarations of the plaintiff, as to 
pedigree and what was told by members of the family to him, was 
what was submitted, and under the circumstahces, the basis of 
the jury's finding, and if a foreigner or sugar planter is the 
defendant, as they generally are in matters of this kind, they 
have little chance on questions of pedigree or heirship in such 
cases before a jury. 

This committee think that the bill is a good one and will 
in a manner settle or lessen the possibilities of losing land 
upon trumped up pedigrees, and therefore recommend that it pass.

Senator Brown presented the following report: 

"The Judiciary Committee to whom was referred Substitute 
House Bill 35 beg leave to report: 

That the bill as originally introduced in the House of 
Representatives was in relation to the manner in which claims 
against the estate of deceased persons were to be presented, 
and if rejected limiting the time within which suit was to be 
brought, which was any time before the executor or administra- 
tor obtained his discharge. The Substitute Bill, and which 
this committee is now reporting on, leaves it in the discretion 
of the Court in what papers the notice to creditors shall be 
published; heretofore the notice had to be published under 
the Statute in Honolulu, and as people die on Hawaii, the news- 
papers published in Hilo will evidently get the benefit of this 
law, if the Senate in its wisdom passes it. Under the law 
now on our statute books, if the claim is rejected, the credi- 
tor is compelled to bring his action to enforce the claim within 
two months; this law increases the time to three months. There 
have been no complaints as to the two months being too short, 


nor has any nor in the opinion of this committee can any in- 
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justice be done by confining the time in which a suit is to be 
brought to two months. Such being the conclusion of this 
committee the sections of the bill Nos. 2 and 3 become unne- 
cessary, as they were made necessary by reason of the increase 
from the two to the three months. Section 4 is unnecessary 

as the law is now as there stated, the words "of this Republic" 
being merely added to the existing law, which is unnecessary 
and mere surplusage. 

The above recommendations will require a change in the 
title of the bill. Your committee therefore recommend that 
Sections 2, 3, 4 and 5 be stricken out and that the title in 
consequence be amended so as to read as follows: "An Act re- 
lating to the presentation of claims against the estates of de- 
ceased persons and notice thereof to creditors, and repealing 
Section 1 of the Session Laws of 1868 being an Act entitled 
"An Act to limit the time within which claims of creditors against 
the estates of deceased persons shall be presented and suits 
be commenced to enforce rejected claims and amend Section 1247 
of the Civil Code," approved June 23, 1868." 

And this committee recommend the insertion of a new section 
in said bill to be called Section 2, to read as follows: 

"Section 2, Section 1 of the Session Laws of 1868 and 
being an Act entitled "An Act to limit the time within which 
claims of creditors against the estates of deceased persons 


shall be presented and suits be commenced to enforce rejected 
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claims," and amend Section 1247 of the Civil Code, approved 
June 23, 1868," be and the same is hereby repealed." 
With these amendments and recommendations we are in favor 
of the passage of the bill.

The present road between the points mentioned in the peti- 
tion, Puakea and Mahukona, makes quite a detour inland, which 
the Kohala residents who use the road say "is greatly unsatis- 
factory and inconvenient" as well as being expensive to keep 
in order. Although the location of the road may have been con- 
venient for the public in former times, it is a fact thut it is 
not so now, and ought to be changed to a more direct route 
nearer the sea shore, thereby obtairing a better grade and 
saving some expense in keeping in repair. 

The recent heavy rains have made Kohala people realize 
that their roads, which are good in dry weather, should be ma- 
cadamized, and to do that requires a rock crusher. 

Your committee recommend the insertion of these two items 
in the Loan Bill, Senate Bill 22, as asked.
